Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed four applied references. Discussed that the bottom wall 
of Danna and Fish have plural bottom portions that are planar. Discussed that the display portion is provided at a 
lowest outer surface since the tapered annular wall portion surrounding Fish's lowest planar bottom portion comprises 
a portion of the lowest outer surface. Discussed that the display portion of Puempel is the tapered sidewall portions 
adjacent to the lowest planar bottom portions and that the display portion is provided at the lowest outer surface since 
this tapered sidewall portion comprises a portion of the lowest outer surface. Ball discloses a display portion with an 
inwardly projecting bead portion having plural non-continuous bead portions (end portions 15 separated from middle . 
portions by seats 15a).
